Bethlehem, Dec. 24—The pray ­ 
ers of C hristian Pilgrims for an 
end to the Italo-Ethiopian war 
mingled today with the pealing 
of bells hailing anew the birth 
of Jesu s of Nazareth. 
Throu ghou t the day thou sands 
of worshippers from many lands 
pou red into Bethlehem to cele­ 
brate Christm as ev e in this little 
m arket town where 2,000 y ears 
ago the Magi fou nd the new­ 
born Jesu s in a manger. 
Some tru dged laboriou sly on 
foot. Others rode in au tomobiles 


along the broad highway from disclose a n effigy of the Holy 
Jeru salem, eight miles away . 
At midnight, a sy mbol of the 
star of Bethlehem which gu ided 
the three wise men long ago will 
be set ablaze abov e the altar in 
the chu rch of the nativ ity —bu ilt 
directly ov er the spot where the 
Christ Child is believ ed to hav e 
been born. 
Then in the dim half-light, 
with mediev al effect, priests with 
swinging 
censers 
will 
grou p 
themselv es before a cu rtained 
niche in the transept. 
The great congregation will 
shou t “hallelu jah!” as the patri­ 
arch draws aside the cu rtain to 


Child. 
Again the bells will peal ou t, 
heralding Christm as Day . The 
effigy will be borne to the na r­ 
row grotto beneath the transept, 
which is accepted as the actu al 
site of the hu mble m anger where 
Jesu s C hrist was born. 
Twinkling candles light 
the 
dark little grotto, so small th a t 
only two score worshippers may 
enter a t one tim e to kneel and 
kiss the holy spot. 
Ou stide, the air is sharp with 
a tou ch of frost, bu t there is no 
white-gleam ing snow, holly or 
mistletoe. 


Instead of sleighing parties, 
hu ndreds of y ou ng

and 
women Pilgrims spend the ev e­ 
ning in Shepherds’ Field, ou tside 
Bethlehem, repu tedly the

where the hu mbled folk of Ju dea 
beheld the heav enly v isitation. 
There, whole sheep are roasted 
and eaten w ith Arab bread, 
spiced with the fragrant arom a 
of oliv e trees still dotting the 
hills as they did in the time of 
Christ.

Madrid adv ices, howev er, said 
a treaty was reported u nder con­ 
sideration by the Spanish and 
Portu gu ese gov ernments, inter­
